Biographies 

FRANCISCO  X.  ALARCON,  a Mestizo  poet  and  pro- 
fessor at  the  University  of  California  at  Davis  in  the 
Department  of  Spanish  and  Chicano  Studies,  has 
published  seven  collections  of  poetry.  Professor 
Alarcon  is  currently  the  President  of  El  Centro 
Chicano/Latino  de  Escritores  and  has  conducted 
poetry  workshops  through  the  “California  Poets  in 
the  Schools”  program  for  the  past  five  years. 

JAN  CAREW  is  Emeritus  Professor  of  African- 
American  and  Third  World  Studies,  Northwestern 
University,  where  he  was  Chairman  and  founder  of 
the  Department  of  African-American  studies.  Born  in 
Guyana,  SA,  in  1920,  Professor  Carew  is  also  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  of  Caribbean  Studies;  Chair- 
man, Executive  Committee,  Black  Press  Institute, 
Chicago;  Co-Chairman,  Caribbean  Society  for  Culture 
and  Science;  and  Vice  President,  Africa  Network. 

MICHAEL  COE,  anthropologist  and  educator,  is 
Professor  of  Anthropology  at  Yale  University,  and  has 
been  adviser  to  the  Robert  Woods  Bliss  Collection  of 
Pre-Columbian  Art,  Dumbarton  Oaks,  Harvard. 
Professor  Coe  is  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Anthropolog- 
ical Society,  and  member  of  the  National  Academy 
of  Sciences  and  the  Sociedad  Mexicana  de 
Antropologia.  Professor  Coe  is  the  author  of  many 
books  on  Pre-Columbian  art  and  culture. 

GRANT  JONES  studied  at  Florida  State  and  Brandeis 
University  and  has  taught  at  Hamilton  College  and 
Davidson  College,  where  he  chairs  the  Department 


of  Anthropology  and  Sociology.  He  holds  research 
associateships  at  the  American  Museum  of  Natural 
History  and  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum.  He  has  car- 
ried out  extensive  ethnographic  and  documentary 
research  on  the  Maya  of  Yucatan,  Belize,  and 
Guatemala. 

CLARA  SUE  KIDWELL  has  taught  in  the  Native 
American  Studies  program  at  rhe  University  of 
California,  Berkeley,  since  1 974.  She  received  a 
Ph.D.  in  the  History  of  Science  at  the  University  of 
Oklahoma,  and  has  also  taught  in  the  American 
Indian  Studies  Department  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  and  at  Haskell  Indian  Junior  College  in 
Lawrence,  Kansas. 

WILLIAM  H.  MCNEILL  was  educated  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  Cornell  University. 
Professor  Emeritus  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
McNeill  has  been  awarded  numerous  academic  hon- 
ors for  his  teaching  and  writing  of  history.  He  is  on 
the  board  of  editors  of  the  Encydop^edia  Bhtannka, 
is  the  author  of  award-winning  books,  and  has  edit- 
ed and  contributed  numerous  articles  to  a wide  vari- 
ety of  professional  journals. 

GARY  B.  NASH  has  taught  Early  American  History  at 
the  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles  since 
1 966  and  has  centered  his  teaching  and  scholarship 
on  the  relations  between  racial  and  social  groups  in 
pre-industrial  America.

CABEZA  DE  VACA  (1990,  1 12  minutes),  directed  by 
Nicolas  Echevarria,  is  a screen  adaptation  of  the  jour- 
nal of  Spanish  explorer  Alvar  Nunez  Cabeza  de  Vaca, 
who,  shipwrecked  off  the  Fiorida  coast  in  1 528,  per- 
formed an  aimost  unbelievable  feat  of  physical  and 
spiritual  endurance  during  an  eight-year  journey  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  of  Mexico.  Overwhelmed  by  its 
strangeness,  Cabeza  de  Vaca  is  forced  to  see  both 
the  New  World  and  his  old  one  In  disturbing  new 
ways.  (In  Spanish  and  Native  American  dialects  with 
Engiish  subtitles.) 

ENSEMBLE  ALCATRAZ  presents  innovative  perfor- 
mances of  Medieval  and  Renaissance  music.  Based 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  since  1984,  the  group 
performs  throughout  North  America  and  Europe.  The 
members  of  the  ensemble  are  all  specialists  in  early 
music  who  combine  scholarship  with  imagination, 
virtuosity,  and  musicality.  Their  two  recordings. 
Visions  and  Miracies  and  Dance  Royaie  (Elektra/ 
Nonesuch),  have  brought  them  international  acclaim. 
They  serve  as  the  core  faculty  for  the  San  Francisco 
Early  Music  Society’s  Medieval  Music  Workshop.
